Chat ‘running a’ boarding-houso in 
London to his wife in Kwangtung 
formed the subject of an action 
which came before Mr, Justice 
Gompertz in the Summary Court 
yesterday afternoon. The plaintiff's 
case had been heard previously. He 
alleged that he had sent the money 
through the “Tung Shing Kwok 
firm, of 165 Des Voeux Roat, but 
that his wife had never received it. 

. He therefore claimed from the firm 
a sum of $166 as the equivalent. 

Mr. W.B. Hind J appeared for the 
plaintiff and Mr, A. E. Hall for the 
defendants whose answer to the 
claim was that they had paid the 
money over to a person who pro- 
duced aletter of authority to receive 
it. This took place, it was stated, 
carly in 192% when the equivalent 
of £20 in local currency was $79.66. 

The Manager of the Tung Shing 
Kwok Firm gave evidence to the 
effect that the money was, paid to 

_ 3 man named Wong Yuk Ping, 
later described as the husband o 
the plaintiff’s wife's sister. 

In reply to Mr. Hind, the witness 
said he did not know that the man 
Wong Yuk Ping had a claim 
against the family and that he used, 
the money to settle the claim. 

* The widow of a man named 
Cheung Chek, described as a sister~ 
in-law of the plaintiff, said . that, 
.-acting on the instructions of the 
. plaintiff's wife, she came to Hong- 
, kong and_ handed the letter -to 
_ Wong Yuk Ping (her elder brother) 
and he olftained the money for her. 
She gave partto the plaintiffs wife 
and the rest of it was spent by. her 
on religious ceremonies on behalf 
of her dead husband who had died 
in London, this being the purpose 
for which the money was sent. 
“, She said that the plaintiff looked 
after her husband’s seamens’ 
boarding-house in Loridon and she 
’ thought the monoy belonged to her 
husband's estate,

"DISCOVERIES IN EGYPT. 


PROF, RLINDERS PETRIE'S! 
LECTURE, wt 


An interesting sa lndeks into, the, 
earliest perfod of Egyptian clvilisa-) 
tion was provided by Professor W. 
M. Funders Petrio’s firstlecture on 
“Discoveries in Egypt,” at the 
Royal. Institution. He- explained 
that the purpose of the course was 
to deal with the discoveries mado 
in Egypt since 1920, when regular 
work had been resumed. Illustra- 
tloris of recently found flints of the 
Paleolithic period were: shown on 
the screen, and the lecturer said 
that for the first time they had 
discovered complete early settle- 
ments in Egypt, discoveries which 
might lead a very long way. 
There followed a photograph of 
a group of mineralised bones, 
among which wero the parts of: 
three skulls,one of normal size ard 
two smaller, older, the professor 
said, than any. hitherto found in 
Egypt, and going back beyond the 
earliest race kfown, Another In- 
formative find was a_ carved ivory: 
knife handle, The figures seemed 
to illustrate an.attack on Egypt by 
men from the Mesopotamian high- 
lands, and was perhaps, the most 


f important single monument that 
hwas ever brought to light. ‘So help- 


ful had been the discoveries of 
those early Egyptian times that we 
knew today. a great. deal more 


about the kings of the First Dynas- |. 


ty than we did about the Saxon 
kings of England. 

From ‘the. buriat-places of that 
distant day we learned that the 
people who éntered the land were 
amixed people, for excavations 
had disclosed different tribal cus- 
toms relating to burial: The graves 
ofthe kings of ‘the First Dynasty 
indicated, in some. cases, that cour- 
tiers were interred round -their 
monarch’s tomb, and jn, others, 
that women of the king’s ‘harem 
were laid to” rest around him. 
Illustrations were given of the 
handicraft of the early peoples of 
Eygpt; beautifully. fashioned flint 
knives, tombstones. of officers of 
the king’s -household, bearing 
the names: of the dead and 
the emblems ‘of their: occupa- 
thon, tools made of bronze, engrav- 
ed cylinders of ebony, and carved. 
pieces of ivory. In the figures of 
lions and lionesses the female was 
shown wearing a collar, ‘which 
indicated that she was tame and

Referring to the. tools in use, the 
professor remarked that the ancient 
Egyptians never put: handles on 
their axes, knives, or chisels.
